Paris, Oct. 2.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] Joseph Ernest Renan, 
distinguished philosopher and author, 
died today. On Tuesday last he was 
driving and caught a severe cold, which 
speedily developed into congestion of 
the lungs. 

it issaid Renan was rational to the 
last moment, and when he found death 
drawing near expressed a wish that he 
might have a national funeral and his 
body be interred in the Pantheon. 
Renan died in the College dé France, a 
little way beyond the new building of 
the Sorbonne. His children were pres- 
ent at his bedside. No priest attended 
the dying man. 

De Freycinct, Minister of War; Gen. 
Feurier, Pére Hyacinthe, Comte de 
Lisle, M. Puvisde Chavannes and other 
personages celebrated in the political, 
artistic and scientific worlds called at 
the College during the day and inscribed 
their names on the visitors’ book. 


AN IMPERIAL SCANDAL. 


A German Lawsuit in Which Solled Linen 
Will Be Washed. 

New York, Oct. 2.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]}] A Berlin cable to a 
morning paper says: ‘‘A suit which in- 
volves no less a person than Empress 
Eugenia Victoria and near relatives of 
Sleswig Glucksbourg will be called in 
the courts within a few days. It ap- 
pears that the late Emperor William, 
after taking possession of Sleswiy-Hol- 
stein in 1866, tried his utmost to be- 
friend the deposed dynasty. In 
this spirit he sanctioned the 
marriage of his grandson, the .pres- 
ent Kaiser William with, the poverty- 
stricken Princess of Augustenbourg, 
anithat of Prince Frederick Leopold 
of Prussia to hersister. He distributed 
the castles and crown estates of the 
Holstein family among its various 
homeless members and put them on 
their feet again. Among the castles 
- was the Glucksbourg schioss, wuich he 
turned over to Duke Charies of Sleswig. 
The duke and duchess are dead, 
and the incumbent up to a few 
weeks ago considered himself undis- 
puted proprietor of. the schloss of 
Glucksbourg. 

‘*Then a secret scandal was flashed be- 
fore his eyes by the letter of a lady be- 
longing to the highest nobility in the 
country, who showed him deeds and 


“| other legal instruments to prove that 


her daughcer’is the child of the late 
Duke Charles, who, she _  ciaims, 
left her all his personal property and 
selected Schloss-Glucksbourg for her 
residence. Duke Frederick Ferdinand, 
who, like the rest of the family, con- 
sidered his late uncle Charles a model 
of propriety, refused to believe the 
lady's statements, and says the docu- 
ments are not sufficient legal evidence. 
The lady, therefore, appealed to the 
Kaiser, who, however, refused to inter- 
fere.

FURIOUS RIDERS. 


German and Austrian Officers Racing Be- 
tween Their Capitals.

The Standard’s Vienna 
correspondent says: ‘‘The first Ger- 
man military officers who left Berlin on 
Saturday to ride to this city crossed the 
frontier Sunday morning and rested at 
noon at Wickau, Lieut. Mayherr on 
Fitzheil reached Rumburg at 3:45 p.m. 
Prince Frederick Leopold arrived at 
Rumburg at 6 p.m. and continued with- 
out halting to Weiswasser. Baron 
Zanda's horse, Schnippe, died of colic 
and Baron Osten’s sustaineda fracture 
of the knee. The lastdispatches, judg- 
ing from the distances ‘covered, show 
the Austrians and Germans about 
equatly matched. Betting is very 
heavy, and varies frém nhovr to hour.

Mexican City. 


A Mob of 6000 Starving Peopic Loot the 
City’s Granartes—Soldiers Fire Upon 
the Famished Hordes With 
Fatal Result.

New Or.eans, Oct. 2.—[By the Asso- 
ciatéd Press] The 
San Antonio special says: Homer 
Finley, who for the past six years 
has been~in business in the city of 
Morelia, Mexico, arrived today and gave 
a vivid account of the famine riot in 
that city last Sunday. Morelia is the 
capital of the State of Michoacan, and 
one of the Most beautiful cities of 
Southern Mexico. There are several 
thousand poor ople on the verge of 
starvation there, Owing to the total fail- 
ure of crops and scarcity of other food 
supplies. en famine threatened sev- 
eral months ago, several wealthy mer- 
chants of Morélia contracted for a large 
quantity of corn in the United States— 
enough to supply the suffering people. 
Speculators put up the prices and ex- 
torted what little money the poor peo- 
ple hadinashorttime. For the past 
two months the suffering has been in- 
tense, and many deaths occurred. The 
streets became Lwith beggars. 

and men, .wome iidren made 
appeals for help. 

‘This was kept up until last Sunday, 
when the starving hordes organized 
themselves intoa mob, and driven by 
desperation, began a concerted attack 
upon the food stores of the city. Fully 


600U people were in the mob, and the |}. 


police were utterly powerless to stop 
them. Two regiments of federal cav- 
alry and one of infantry stationed at 
Morelia were called vutto quell the 
riot, but this only added to the desper- 
ation of the starving people. The sol- 
diers opened fire and one man was 
killed and several wounded. The mob 
looted the granaries and then dispersed. 
Finley looks for a repetition of the 
trouble.’’ 


A NEW ROAD. 


The Southern Pacifie’s Proposed Line to 
Monterey, Mexico. 

New Orveans, Oct. 2.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Times-Democrat’s 
San Antonio special Says: “A dispatch 
was received today ‘from Monterey, 
Mexico, stating that representatives of 
the Southern Pacific Company are now 
in that city, anda survey will immedi- 
ately be made of the proposed railroad 
from Monterey to Portland, Tex., where 
it will connect with the San Antonio 
and Aransas Pass road.

Niagara Faris (N.Y.,) Oct. 2.—[ By the 


Associated Press,| Two painters, work- 
ing on the cables and guy ropes of the 
cantilever bridges across the Niagara 
River, yesterday swung their slender 
scaffold 200 feet above the stream, on 
which to work. They were both Cada- 
dians, Joseph Greaves and William 
Gamel. ‘They quarreled and engaged in 
a terrifichand-to-hand struggle. Gamel 
grasped a hatchet and threatened to 
brain his companion. 

Greaves grasped his wrist, but Gamel 
was the stronger and pressed him to 
the edge of the scaffold, threatening to 
hurl him into the river. To save him- 
self from falling, Greaves loosed 
his hold on Gamel’s wrist and 
grasped a rope. Three quick, sharp 
blows wererained upon nim by his en- 
raged assailant.

NEW STEAMER LINE. 


What Ggatemala “is Doing to Encourage 
Commerce. 

Wasainoton, Oct. 2.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The Bureau of American 
Republics is informed of the closing of 
a contract between Guatemala and the 
Hamburg-Pacific steamship line in 
which the company agrees tosend at 
least one ship a month from Europe to 
Guatemalan ports to carry freight at 
reduced rates, to furnish free transpor- 
tation for officers of the government 
and also mail to Central and South 
American countries; to make a reduc- 
tion of at least half rate for bringing 
articles for use of the government and 
to make the same reduction for immi- 
grants destined for the republic.

of assault with a dangerous weapon. 
He has been a trusty up to two months 
ago, when a bench warrant for his ar- 
rest came from Portland, where he is 
wanted to answera charge of robbery 
and assault. Coleman is smooth and 
has the appearance of being an all- 
around crook. 
» When he heard of the dispatch this 
morning connecting him with Dr. 
Cronin’s murder he said that he would 
have notrouble in clearing himself of 
the charge. He formerly lived in Chi- 
cago, where he has a brother and three 
sisters living. He said that in the past 
five years he has been in Oklahoma, 
Puget Sound and San Francisco. He 
seemed nervous when speaking about 
Chicago, and when he was permitted 
to read the Chicago dispatch his hand 
quivered and tears came to his eyes. 
Two months ago when Coleman had 
his trustyship taken away he asked the 
reason and said he presumed it was on 
account of ‘‘that Cronin matter.”’ At 
that time he said nothing further about 
the crime, but has since told convicts 
that he could easily prove an alibi. 
Coleman says he has never gone by the 


| mame of Geohegan. He says he was 


fofmerly known « the name of Carl- 
son. He says that he was married dur- 
ing the exeitement over Cronin’s mur- 
der. 

Coleman, alias Carlson, is 40 years old 
and of medium neight. He hasa wer 
head of soft dark hair, tinged wi 
gray, full sandy beard and mustache, 
eyes blue and far apart, anda broad 
forehead. The two years’ term he is 
serving for the crime of assault expires 
soon, but the prison officials have a 
warrant for his arrest for the crime of 
robbery at Portland.

' Coleman denies ever having said he 
was arrested in Oklahoma for the mur- 
der of Cronin. He said he had been in 
Oklahoma and was arrested the very 
day he arrived in Portland. He was 
sentenced for assault with a deadly 
weapon upon a policeman at the Union 
depot. He is known to the officers 
as a pickpocket and general, smooth, 
all-round crook.

covery of the fifth satellite of Jupiter, 
wacked up with an afidavit of a startling 
natures, I have aiready in an article pub- 
lishet September 25, shown the folly of 
such claims, if for no other reason than for 
the fact that this satellite can only be seen 
with the largest telescope of the world. 
None of these claimants have ever been 
Keard of before in connection with any 
ge:venomical work, good, bad or indiffer- 
ent. 1 only notice this claim of Mr. Cart- 
wripht because a statément is made inthe 
Giaspatch referred to that is as detestabie 
2s it is contemptible, and requires a re- 

iv. The dispatch says: 

“It would seem appirent that the letters 
gent to the observatories, at any rate that 
are sentto the Lick Observatory, directly 
inspired the discovery of the fifth satellite 
by Prof. Barnard.” 

As to the dispatch, I would say that, up 
to the present moment, any letter ever sent 
to the Lick Observatory by Mr. Cartwright 
has never been seen or even beard of by 
me, andI know nothing absolutely of the 
existence of any such letter. I have no 
doubt that every observatory of any conse- 
quence in the world has dozens of such let- 
ters on its files, together with claims of 
mythical planets existing within a couple of 
degrees of Uranus and with a satellite up 
mear the north pole of the heavens, as 
pointed oat by a spot on the star Vega, and 
the discovery of double canals on Mars with 
the naked eye. These two latter actually 
exist. In connection with my #@tatement 
of the difficulty of seeing this satellite with 
even a large telescope. 1 am sure Prof, 
Young, so well known to everybody, will 
pardon my quoting from a letter just re- 
ceived from him in reference to the dis- 
covery. Hisinstrument at Princeton is the 
third largest in America. It is a 23-ineh 
Ciark telescope, the name of the maker 
being a guarantee thatit is as perfect an 
instrument as can be made. He writes: 
“I tried my best to see the satellite but 
without success. I also suppose that the 
telescope at Washington, a 26-inch one, 
and the 25-inch one at Charlottesville, with 
mine here. 23-inch. are the only ones in 
this country which would have the least 


chance of being able to see the ob. 
ject. I take it for granted that 
in giving its magnitude as_ the 


thirteenth, you mean thatitis ofthe same 
apparent brightness asa thirteenth magni. 
- tude star at that distance from the planet's 
limb. If so. itis quite a question as to 
whether I could possibly see it. I rather 
think I could, but am by nomeansconfident 
that I could.” 

* He writes for the positions of the satel. 
lite, and just where and when to look for 
it. I have not yet heard of the new satel- 
lite being seen with any telescope in the 
world yet. except the Lick 36-inch. I sup- 
pose Mr. Cartwright and Mr. Cooley will 
come to adefinite understanding between 
them which of the two is to have the satel- 
lite, the fortunate one then settling his 
difference with me. 


FROM THE FAR NORTH. 


What a Danish Exploring Party Found on 
the Greenland Coast. 

Guovcester (Mass.,) Oct. 2.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The schooners Ada 
S. Babson and Laurel arrived today 
from Iceland, each bringing 14,000 
pounds of halibut. In August, Johnson, 
amember ofthe crew of the Babson, 
was lost overboard on the homeward 
passage. 

The Danish bark Hogla, exploring 
the coast of Greenland, had arrived at 
Dyrefjord. Her commander reported 
that she had been fifteen months on the 
coast, most of the time imprisoned in 
the ice; that one of the crew died and 
thatexplorations of considerable im- 
portance were made. The party 
found the remains of Esquimau 
habitations, with dishes made of stone, 

‘and other articles, the use of 
which was unknown. The Hogla ex- 
plored the island of Janmayer in lati- 
tude 71° north, longitude 7° west, very 
deep water being found in that locality. 
The party dredged in 475 fathoms of 
water, bringing up a sediment which 
contained animal vegetation, such as 
s¢a anemones, together with pebbles 
similarto ironore. After refitting at 
Iceland the Hogla sailed August 28 for 
Greenland to complete the scientific re- 
searches she had been commissioned to 
do, intending to remain all winter in 
South Greenland.

MURDER OR SUICIDE? _- 


A Winnipeg Young Lady Found Shot 
Through the Breast. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 2.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| A special to the Tribune 
from Winnipeg, Matiitoba, says that 
Miss Olive Odell, a well-known young 
Winnipeg lady, prominentinthe Epis- 
copal Charch and daughter of a Cana- 
dian Pacifig official there, was found 
dead in the kitchen of her_ parents’ res- 
idence this morning.

THE ERA OF TUNNELS. 


Subterranean Passages at New York, 
Chicago, London and Sarnia. 


Confidence of Austin Corbin—A Hint of 
What Might Be Done With the 
First Street 
Hill. 


Contributed to The Times. 

Mr. Austin Corbin, one of the great 
capitalists of the United States, is a 
thorough believer in tunnels as che only 
possible solution of the rapid transit 
question in New York city and proper 
communication between that city, 
Brooklyn and Jersey. He approves of 
deep tunnels through solid rock, with 
access entirely by elevators. He does 
not believe that sufficient capital can be 
tound to build tunnels near the surface, 
owing to the heavy damages to property 
necessarily ensuing. 

Mr. Corbin was in communication 
with the engineers of the St. Clair Tun- 
nell, and as early as 1881, in London, 
discussed the Severn Tunnel with Sir 
Daniel Gooch, since deceased, and who 
was a man of remarkable abilitv. Not- 
withstanding his plan for the Severn 
Tunnel was considered impracticable, 
he said he would live to see it built, op- 
erated and profitable, and he did. 

Mr. Corbin has been much interested 
in the announcement that the tunnel 
under ke Michigan, which is to supply 
the city of Chicago with pure water, i8 
practically compieted. Mr. Corbin’s 
interest is that ofa capitalist, and he 
regards it as something of a coincidence 
that almost at the identical moment 
when this announcement was made a 
body of commissioners sitting in New 
York city should have declared in favor 
of the construction of a tunnel beneath 
the streets of New York for the pur- 
pose of providing for a roadbed for a 
great railway: system. The Chicago 
tunnel. which the published report 
stated is four miles long, is regarded by 
scientific men and mechanical engi- 
neers as one of the great engineering 
triumphs of the age, for there were 
some who when this project was con- 
ceived shook their heads doubtfully 
because of fear of failure. 

The completion of this tunnel and the 
construction of that splendid suabter- 
ranean passage which connects the 
shores of Canada with those of the 
United States at Sarnia on the one side 
and Port Huron on the other, have 
turned the attention of capitalists to 
tuanel construction, so that now one of 
the things talked about when men who 
possess brains and money meet is that, 
in the near future, we are to have an 
era in which millions of capital are to 
be expended in the construction of tun- 
nels. The Chicago and theSt. Clair 
tunnels are believed to be the forerun- 
ners ofa system of tunnels some fifty 
or sixty miles in length, one®* link of 
whichisto pass under the waters of 


New York bay and to connect 
the city of Brooklyn with the 
continent at Jersey City, pass- 


ing directly under the southernmost 
point of Manhattan Island, on which 
New York city is located. Then, too, 
there are to radiate from this tunnel 
underneath New York city and far away 
into the country two others, joined at 
the northern extremity, perhaps, and 
making a perfect loop beneath the city, 
thus providing a roadbed for a subter- 
ranean railway which shall serve the 
same purpose asthe belt lines, estab- 
lished in several cities, are now doing. 

It is a prodigious undertaking. Noth- 
ing in the way of bridge maxing can com- 
pare with it, although in the past ten 
vears mighty strides have been made in 
the science of bridge construction, so 
that it is now believed to be 
possible to put a span over the 
Hudson River between New York city 
and New Jersey, which shall be nearlya 
mile in length, and to do it within five 
years. It will require the expenditure 
ofavast amount of capital, and only 
men of colossal resources would be able 
to combine together to furnish the 
money needed. They are ready to do 
it. They have faith inthe modern tun- 
nel, and Mr. Corbin says that the ad- 
vances made in tunnel construction are 
sO great that it is now possible to sur- 
mount difficulties which ten years ago 
would have seemed to be absolute 
obstacles in tunnel building, and to do 
itso guickly that capital would not 
havs to wait for nearly a generation 
for a return on the investment, as was 
the case when the Brooklyn tridge 
was built. 

These improvements are due to some 
remarkable inventions too technical 
to be described in a brief statement, 
but which make tunneling through the 
hardest rock or far down in the bowels 
of. the earth with a mighty body of 
water overhead comparatively easy and 
safe. 

Moreover, electric science has fur- 
nished the means for making great tun- 
nels of practical use. .Not only is elec- 
tricity used in the way of excavating, 
but it will be employed to furnish cur- 
rents of air which shall thoroughly 
ventilate these great tubes, and also 
give such light that travel in them will 
be as convenient and comfortable al- 
most as in the daylight. 

It is estimated that the system of tun- 
nels which will soon be begun, in all 
probability, underneath New York and 
the waters adjacent, will require an ex-

State Rights and Treason. 


thatthe proceedings recently started 
against the Homstead rioters for trea- 
son will not only bring all the labor in- 
terests in the United States into active 
antagonism with the Carnegie Company, 
but will also ‘‘arouse the sympathy of 
the whole country for the men who are 
undergoing this extraordinary legal 
persecution.” 

We failto see it inthat light. An 
armed assemblage of men who take 
forcible possession of private property ; 
who defy the legally-constituted author- 
ities; who place a community under 
their own martial law; who fire upon 
men that are pursuing a legitimate oc- 
cupation, and who loot a vessel and 
burn it, come as near being in insur- 
rection and revolt as any set of men 
that we know of. If this is not treason 
against the State, what is treason? By 
the same token the rioting miners of 
Idaho who took possession of mills and 
blew them up with dynamite; who mur. 
dered people in the most cold-blooded 
way, defying and overriding the officers 
of the law, were alsorebels. The strik- 
ing coal miners of Tennessee who fought 
the State troops, captured the prison 
stockades and liberated the prisoners 
were also guilty of treason. 

The Democratic party has long made 
a great to-do about State rights, and it 
was on this issue that the organization 
gave itssympathy to the South before 
and during the war. 


Government indeed. 
risings as those just cited, is where 
State rights reallycome in. Ifthe real 


persons and property of its citizens, 
then the State ought to make its an- 
thority respected. “It cam never do this 


it pumisGes fhose who organize 


and accomplish open rebellion against 
it. Therecan be no discrimination be- 
tween an armed uprising of working- 
men and an armed uprising of any other 
class of people. TheState of Virginia 
hung John Brown and several of his as- 
sociates for just that sort of thing, and 
though history has placed old John 
Brown among the martyrs for a great 
cause, ithas never questioned the le- 
gality and the correctness of Virginia’s 
course. 

We are in favor of Federal rights and 
State rights both. We are in favor ofa 
strong Union and of strong State or- 
ganizations, able to deal with every 
emergency which falls within their 
respective provinces. It is time to 
make treason odious in whatever form 
it pops us. Armed resistance to the 
authority of States is becoming alto- 
gether too common. The mere fact 
that a State thus assaulted puts down 
the insurrection by its military force 
and then pays for the property de- 
stroyed by the insurrectionists does 
not fill the bill. The men who accom- 
plish all ‘this mischief and impose all 
this loss upon the State should not be 


and sin no more.’’ If they thus escape 
all accountability for their acts, they 


treason again whenever they con- 
ceive it to their interest’ to 
do so,. but such an example 
of lax government is set that treason 
may even become popular. The United 
States cannot afford to drift into the 
condition of affairs which formerly pre- 
vailed in Mexico, and which now pre-

Extortion at the World’s Fair. 

‘The avaricious livery-statle keepers 
of Chicago propose to charge the offi- 
cialg, of the World's fair some ex- 
tremely ornamental prices for carriages 
on Dedication day. They demand 322 
forateam and driver to cover a dis- 
tance which requires only one hour in 
going and another hour in returning. 
The managers are trying tocompromise 
with them for $15, but the Chicago 
Tribune thinks that $10 ought to be 
enough. To the average ‘‘cabby’’ $10 
would appear like a very fat price. 

In this preliminary symptom the Chi- 
cago papers see danger ahead when the 
fair shall be in full blast. They are 
aframd it means an éra of extortion all 
aléng the line, and that visitors are 
likely to be so badly fleeced that the 
chances of the tair will be injured 
thereby. The Tribune, which is deliver- 
ing aseriesof very good curtain lec- 
tures on the subject, says: | 


The fact that certain papers already 
are taking advantage of the extortion- 
ate demands made by the livery-stable 
men for carriages on Dedication day to 
charge that strangers wiil be ficeced in 
this city during the October ceremonies 
should be a warning all round. There 
is nothing more damaging to a great 
public enterprise or tq a.city which is 
the scene of that enterprise than the 
greed of hackmen, hotelkeepers, res- 
taurateurs, and other purveyors to the 
public. An illustration of this was wit- 
nessed oniy three months ago during 
the session of the Democratic National 
Convention. It will be remembered 
that the Democratic saloonkeepers, 
taking advantage of the bibulous habits 
of the Democratic crowd in attendance, 
put up the prices of their wet goods to 
most extortionate figures. This extor- 
tion was confined entirely to Democratic 
saloonkeepers who had their political 
brethren at their mercy, but the inci- 
dent was seized upon.by the press of 
New York and other cities—Minneapolis 
included—and broadened out and ex- 
aggerated into the general statement 
that the whole city was engaged in the 
disruputable business of fleecing its 
Democratic guests in every possible 
manner. 

The extortionate charges in contem- 
plation by the livery-stable and hack- 
men will have precisely the same 
effect, and they are having that effect 
now, for more than one paper among 
those which are notoriously unfriendly 
to this city is agsuming that if the 
hackmen are going to overcharge the 
World’s Fair officials, it will result in a 
general system of robbery in all direc- 
tions of the thousands who will come 
here next month.

The doors of the Church of the Unity, 
which have been closed to the public 
for two months, were thrown open yes- 
terday morning to a congregation of 
not less than 1200 people. Extensive 
repairs have been made during the sum- 
mer and the enlarged and improved 
edifice was formally dedicated yester- 
day. Alarge wing has been thrown 
out on the east side and provided with 
chairs. giving the auditorium a seating 
capacity of 1200. The floor at the rear 
has been raised and slopes gradually to 
the center of the auditorium in amphi- 
theater style, so that seats here are 
guite as desirable as in any other por- 
tion of the building. Opera chairs will 
be provided for the additional sittings, 
the pews in the central part of the 
house being retained. There are two

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH. 

Rev. Dr. Hutchins of the First Con- 
gregational church preached yesterday 
morning from the text, ‘‘Moses was 
learned in all the wisdom of the Egyp- 
tians and was mighty in words and in 
deeds.’’ He said: Tomorrow morning, 
8500 children with 280 teachers, will 
be gathered in the public schools of 
this city to resume their work. Not on 
account of the cost of these schools, 
though they cost us more than a quar- 
ter of'a million last year, are they of 
sO great interest, but on account of 
the issues centered in th: children them- 
selves. These children are, almost all 
of them, objects of prayer and solici- 
tude. They areto hold the positions 
of trust and responsibility in the com- 
ing years. They are to be the fathers 
and mothers of the future. ‘The teach- 
ers of Moses little realized what they 
were doing. Then too, our children 
are to be more moulded, possibly, by 
the companionships of the school than 
by those of the home. 

‘But who shall supervise the educa- 
tion of a city like this? Those who are 
worthy to bear some comparison 
with the princess guardian of Moses. 
We should appoint not mere politicians, 
but men of the highest character and 
culture, who have education themseives 


and know the commodity when they see 


it. I allude, not to the present or 
any past board, but the ideal board. 
There should be one or more women on 
the ideal board, mothers who will take 
an interest in the girls in our schools. 


Nor should they think their work small, 


for it is about the grandest work that is 
done in this world. 

“Then, too, how greatis the dignity of 
the teacher’s work. What honor the 
issues of Moses’ life reflected on his 
teachers. The teacher deals with the 
subtle, ethereal soul of the child. She 
is revealing herself all the time, and 
her every feeling begets a similar spirit 
in her scholars. Shall we set in the 
position of teachers those who most 
need the position or those who through 
their kindred can wield a certain amount 
of political influence? Shall we set 
clumsy fingers and a clumsy mind at the 
delicate task of teaching our children 
of tender age? All the more necessary 
is it that the teacher should be all she 
possibly can be, because in our popular 
education we are limited in the spaere 
of our endeavors. In most of our cities 
itis practically impossible to read the 
scriptures, but I feel less anxious about 
this than I doabout having the right 
sort of teachers. 

‘*‘What soould the public schools do for 
our children? Consider what Moses’ 
education did for him. The school 
should not injure our children physi- 
cally. Suppose the health of Moses 
had been broken. I would rather have 
our schools kept for shorter hours per 
day and for longer months. ILt is better 
that the children should be kept out of 
doors more hours of every day than the 
entire day throughout the long vacation. 
We ought to have in our schools more 
of calisthenics and less of physical re- 
straint. I think that the public scnools 
should aim to develop the inquiring 
powors of the children. Let us fill 
their minds with interrogation points 
and the answers to them. Then we 
should teach our children such know- 
ledge as shall be of practical value to 
them in after life. I think there should 
be a manual training school connected 
with our public school system, not for 
the teaching of specific trades, 
but for the training of the hand 
and eye and instruction in the 
use of tools. It will give those 
boys who are to be business and profes- 
sional menasympathy with all men 
and a respect for mechanical labor. 
Our daughters should be taught domes- 
tic chemistry and how to oook a poor 
man’s breakfast. Cooking is taught in 
the public schoois of many cities. They 
should understand hygiene. Our sons 
and daughters should be regarded as 
links between the generations, and be 
taught to appreciate the terribleness 
of impurity and dissipation. They 
should be taught reverence for labor; 
they should be taught to respect the 
rights of the weak; they should be 
taught reverence for their teachers, 
reverence for their parents and for 
their seniors, and above all reverence 
for God.” 

Prof. Bacon has resumed the leader- 
ship of the choir of church, which 
will be composed of sixteen singers— 
four foreach part.

FOOD FOR COFFEE DRINKERS. 


How Stale Bread is Utilized in the Fabri. 
cation of Berries. 
(New York Sun.] . 

The superintendent of a big milling 
company over in South Brooklyn sat in 
his office afew days ago and seemed 
amused at the work of aman who was 
unl. ading a wagon in front of a coffee 
firm directly opposite. It was a day 
when men discarded coats and vests for 
their shirt siecves in the effort to ob- 
tain relief trom the heat. Perspira- 
tion rolled down from the face of the 
man unloading the wagon, and it was 
evident that he did not see any joke in 
his employ ment. 

When asked what he was laughing at 
the man who was amused an8wered: 
‘‘Why, don’t you see what he is unload- 
ing in those barrels?’’ 

A close look showed that the coffee 
mill was receiving a wagon load of 
stale bread, and a light suddenly 
dawhed upon those in hearing. They 
were anxious for information, and the 
superintendent had this to say, which 
will interest coffee drinkers: «

As yet 
there is no telegraph office in the small 
town, and Mr. Johansen is obliged to 
depend upon the mails and newspapers 
which arrive by the vessels landing at 
Hammerfest. Many of the subscribers, 
too, live a long distance from the town, 
and a week or more passes by before 
the paper can reach them after publica- 
tion. Many of the readers, however, 
call at the office for the Nord-Kap, and 
present the editor with fish of various 
kinds in exchange for his paper. Mr. 
Johansen is not a millionaire.

It was a great stroke of enterprise on 
he part of the Southern California 
oad’s passenger department to ar-

corruption, and without being the subject 
of bargain and sale. Iam also glad to sce 
that the Democratic party in this dis- 
trict has not yielded to the de- 
mands of the railroad corporation who are 
clamoring for my defeat; but, on the con- 
trary, stands as resolutely against monop- 
vly as the People’s party itself. Your reso-

\ A Novel Exhibit for the World’s 
Fair. 


Our Old Friend, the Hessian Fly and 
Other Insects, 


How They Feed and Carry on Under 
the Glass, 


Wonderfal Artistic Skill—Ao Exhibit of 
Value—The Government “in it''~ 
&-Little Cuss With a Vora- 
cious Appetite. 


Special Correspondence of The Times. 

Cricaco, Sept. 18.—One of the «most 
original of the exhibits which the di- 
vision of entomology of the United. 
States Department of Agriculture will 
make at the World's Fair at Chicago 
willtea series of models illustrating 
~ the work of the different insects. upon 
different plants, showing the insects 
themselves inthe act of. feeding, and 
also showing the smaller ones enlarged 
so that their different parts can be eas- 
ilv studied. 

In order that this interesting exhibit 
should be prepared in the most effective 
manner possible two artists have been 
engaged, whose reputation for similar 
work in other fields is unsurpassed. 
These are Mrs. E. S. Mogridge ana H. 
Mintorn. an English woman and her 
brother, for many years emplofed by 
the British Museum, and who for the 
past five years have been connected 
with the American Museum of Natural 
History in Central Park, New York. 
The skill of these two people is some- 
thing marvellous, and the methods by 
which they accomplish their almost 
startling results are original with 
them. 

Their father was an amateur artist in 
suburban London, and from him they 
have doubtless inherited their ar- 
tistic skill. He died early, however, 
and his widow and children were 
thrown upon their own resources. The 
widow. excelled inthe art of making 
wax flowers. and instructed her two 
sons and daughter in the rudiments of 
this art, in which they soon surpassed 
her in proficiency. On the occasion of 
the first great public dinner given by 
the city of London to Queen Victoria. 
after her accessionto the throne. in 
front of her plate the Queen saw a num- 
ber of peaches resting upon a mound of 
fiowers. These flowers were so beauti- 
ful that she raised one to her nostrils to 
enjoy its 
ment at finding that they were artificial 
and not real flowers led her, naturally, 
to inquire the names of their producers, 
who proved to be thé@rothers Mintorn, 
then 11 years of age, and their sister, 
Mrs. Mogridge, who at that time had 
reached the mature age of 7! ; 

These bright children were not long 
im realizing the perishable nature of 
Waxand their inventive minds soon 
fourd a partial substitute, which they 
have used ever since with the most re 
markable success. 

Thev were first turned towards the 
modelling of objects in natural history 
by a commission from a gentleman who 
wished to preserve a group of part- 
ridges exactly as they are found in na- 
ture. The partridges were stuffed and 
mounted in natural attitudes by a taxi- 
dermist and the Mintorns solved the 
rest of the problem by accurately imi- 
tating the nest and all of the surround- 
ing vegetation. This group was sent 

to the Crystal Palace exhibition in Lon- 
don and attracted the attention of Dr, 
Gonther, of the British museum, who 
Was so struck by it that he immediately 
secured the employment of the artists 
by the museum to model similar groups 
of other British birds, 

The grouys were realistic to the ex- 
treme of fidelitv and form one of the 
g@reatest attractions to the natural his- 
tory exhibit. They were seen bv promi- 
nent New Yorkers, who were interested 
in the museum of natural history, and 
some six orseven years ago Mrs. Mog- 
ridge and H. Mintorn were brovght to 
New York through the liberality of Mrs. 
R. L. Stewart, and the results of their 
five vears’ laborin the same dtrection 
have interested thousands of sight-seers 
as well as all naturalists who have vis- 
ited the museum. Passing from one 
case to another the observer feels him- 
self in the very atmosphere of the 
woods or marshes and not the slightest 
incongruity is present to break the 
spell, so closely do these people observe 
and so faithfully do they reproduce. 
~-Prof. Rilev, having seen much of 
their work, especially in the way of re- 
producing the foliage of the various 
plants upon which insects feed. particu. 
larly in the collection of Lord Walsing- 
bam, had been desirous of obtaining 
theirservices in connection with his 
work for the World's Fair... Some of the 
work they have done is quite striking. 
Fhey have modeled, for instance, a hill 
of Indian corn growing in the gank lux- 
urilance of the prairie soil: one é¢ar 
bursting open shows the attacks of the 
corn ear worm: a leaf beyond is riddled 
with the holes gnawed through it, while 
young and still folded, by the corn bill 
bug; another shows the ragged cuttings 
ofene of the leaf-eating caterpillars 
and the caterpillar itself is shown at 
work. A damaged potato-stalk shows 
our famous friend, the Colorado potato 
beetle, in all stages of its growth, from 
the yellowish eggs on the underside of 
the leaf to the handsomely-colored 
beetle just taking its flight from the top 
of the stalk. So reniisticis this piece 
that the average farmer would instinc- 
tively look about for a handful of paris 
green tosprinkie upon it, while even 
the expert entomologist, without the 
must careful scrntiny. would be deceived 
as to their real character. 

‘hese are ouiy a tew instances of 
Mauy which might be cited. Wheat 
plants showing the effects of the at- 
tack of the Hessian fiy, applies showing 
the work of the coddling moth, plums 
with the crescent mark of the curculio. 
tomatoes gouged into and half destroved 
by the tomato fruit worm, which, with 
his head embeded, is apparently enjoy- 
ing his meal to the utmost—all are done 
with the most perfeet accuracy. No 
difficulty. however great, seems ‘to be 
insurmountable. «The minute differ- 
ences in the texture of different leaves, 
the bloom upon the cheek of a peach, 
the almost lace-like character of many 
of the small flowers, are, perfectly re- 
produced, and with the object from 
which the copy is made side by side 
with the copy. it is well-nigh impossible 
to say which is natural and which is ar. 
tificial. 

The value of such a graphic exhibitcan 
hardly be exaggerated. The practical 
man will see at a glance objects with 
which he is familiarand will learn what 
they are. The iess observant individual 
will have his attention called to many 
matters which he might not otherwise 
have noticed, yet which are mone the 
@ess important to him. and the student 
will have facts in the life history of in- 

- sects impressed upon his mind in a more 
lasting manner than could be accom- 
plished by any figure or any description.

“hued simpie in the extreme. it 
isthe skiil with which they are used, 
the extraordinarg¢ attention to the min- 
utest. details, and the technical supervi- 
sion of the entomologist, which have 


accomplished the wonderful results. 
The shapeof the objects to be mod- 
elled is caught by meansof plaster 


casts. Foliage and flowers are repro- 
duced in wax-covered cloth, which has 
for its foundation a loosely-woven text- 
ure resembling cheese cloth. The w 
coating leaves it flexible, translucent 
and suitable for the most delicate blos- 
soms. From stronger qualities of this 
wax cloth twigs and even branches are 
constructed, and from a finer kind the 
minuter plant organs. such as the sta- 
mens, are made. For greater strength, 
where boughs are required, the natural 
branch is used, As the bark would dry 
and crack this is removed and the ap- 
pearance imitated with a brush in a 
bold mannef, yet so perfectly as to defy 
detection. The modeling is done with 
the simplest tools, and the coloring is 
done with water colors in the form of 
powder. This is all there is of the al- 
most Indicrously simple machinery of 
the art. and when one compares results 
with means one's astonishment almost 
rivals that produced by the accuracy of 
the results themselves. 
A pernvanent exhibit of this sort™ipon 
a scale much larger than the c@&para- 
tively limited space that the Chicago 
fair will permit would be one which 
could hardly be rivaled in interest, 
Such work as this, however, is compara- 
tively siow. and necessarily, therefore, 
expensive. The funds may perhaps be 
found, and ifso, a new and most im- 
portant attraction to the visitor to 
Washington will find a place either in 
the National Museum or the. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

Two Fires Saturday Night—The Ventura 
Republican Demonstration. 

After quite awhile without an alarm the 
record was broken Saturday ni_ht by two 
firesin onenight. Tue first alarm sounded 
between 12 and 1 o'clock and an adobe 
house on State street just above Cafion 
Perdido was found to be on fire. The house 
was occupied as a dwelling by Chinese, and 
although the fire company was promptly on 
hand, was pretty well burned out before 
the fire was gotten under control, The 
water supply and pressure were both good, 
so that nocomplaint on thatscore was made 
this time. 

The building was owned by the Hollister 
estate, and has quite a history, it being oc- 
cupied at one time by Gen. Frémont as bis 
headquarters. Later it was occupied by 
Judge Cooly, justice of the peace fora 
time, then as a swell restaurant and now 
as above stated, Chinese dweiling house. 
It caught fire from acoal faliing froma 
stove. About the time everybody had got 
settled back to bed and the firemen all gone 
home a second alarm was rung out at 
nearly 5 o'clock in the morning. This 
second alarm was the elegant and beautiful 
residence of Mrs. Redington, on the corner 
of Santa Barbara and Pedragosa streets. 
It being along distance out of town, much 
of the contents and furniture of the house 
was saved by the neighbors, whoturned out 
and worked gallantly before the fire com. 
pany gotthere. Washington fire company 
was on hand promptly, and it was thought 
for a time that the fire could be confined to 
the back, or L partof the house. lt crept 
along the attic, however, ani whi.e 
the frame of the main house was 
saved, yet all the interior was com- 
pletely gutted. The byilding was a 
large two-story one, elegantly finished 
and furnished throughout. At the time of 
the fire it was occupied by Mrs. Redington 
and a yonng son, a lad of 10 or 12 years, in 
one of the upstairs rooms, a young lady, a 
daughter, occupying another room, and a 
son, a young man, was sieeping below. 
They were awakened by the noise of the 
fiames in the kitctwen part. Neariy the en- 
tire contents were saved, except in the 
kitchen part, as the fire burned very 
slowly, but of course in a damaged condi- 
tion. Itis understood there was $10,000 
insurance®n the house and contents. The 
fhe is taought to have originated in the 
kitchen flue.

Synopsis of the Annaal Report of the 
Grand Jury. 


Improvements Suggested in the County 
Jail—No Light on the Torres Lynch- 
ing—Accounts of Omicials All 
in Good Condition, 


SANTA ANA. 

The following is asynopsis of the report 
of the grand jury, filed September 27, 
1892; 

The lynching of Francisco Tofres was in- 
vestigated, but no evidence was elicited 
from the witnesses that would arouse even 
a suspicion as to the identity of the guilty 
parties. Then foliows a solemn protest 
against mob violence. 

The books of the, Board of Supervisors 
were thoroughly investigated, and they 
certify that said officers have discharged 
their duties with commendable carefulness. 
They present a tabulated statement of ali 
allowances on hospital fund for the past 
eight months, and the same shows that not 
more than one-third of said allowances were 
paid English-speaking persons, and that 
the cost of keeping indigents in Orange 
county is about 33 cents a day. 

The books and accounts of the various 
county officials, the Recorder, Auditor, 
County Clerk, Assessor... Tax Collector, 
Sheriif, School Superintendent, Treasurer, 
Pablic Administrator and Coroner, under- 
went a thorough examination at their 
hands. and everything was found in a satis- 
factory condition. 

The dockets of the several justices of the 
peace were examined and found in a good 
condition. 

As to the County Jail certain alterations 
were recommended: First, an iron door at 
the entrance instead of a wooden one; s¢c- 
ond, a high fence of boards or iron around 
the jail; third, proper openings that the 
jailer my be able to see that prisoners are 
in their cells; fourth, better locks. 

The Santa Ana city prison was pretty 
thoronghly condemned. 

One indictment was found against L. N. 
Brooks of Laguna for malicious mischief. 
No other indictments were found. 

Afcer a fullreport and statement of all 
receipts and disbursements in the various 
county offices, there was found a balance in 
the handsof the Treasurer of $60,517.90 
on the Ist day of September, 1892.
